Neighbor Sights Body Of Boat Crash Victim 



The body of Craig Campbell, 40, Antioch, 
was sighted near the shore of Lake Marie in 
Antiqch, at 5:20 a.m. on Aug. 5 by one of his 
former neighbors. 

The body was floating in the water ap- 
proximately 50-fect from where his pontoon 
boat was struck by a power boat on Aug. 1. 

An autopsy performed on the body showed 
that the cause of Campbell's death was 
drowning. He had sustained several serious 
injuries assumedly caused by the -crash, a 



skull fracture, abdominal trauma and 
lacerated limbs. 

Lake County Dep. Coroner Thomas Arnold 
said that "If Campbell had sustained the 
same injuries in a land accident he probably 
would have made it but he was probably 
knocked into the water in an unconscious 
state." 

Campbell was not wearing a life jacket 
when he was found and unconfirmed reports 
have witnesses stating that the lights on 
Campbell's boat went on just seconds before.

Over 60 residents of the area around the in- 
tersection of Rtes. 173-83 attended the An- 
tioch Zoning Board meeting last. week to 
strongly object to allowing T. S. Boogies to 
have a drive through window. The Antioch 
Zoning boad voted to deny the request for 
rezorring from B2 to B3., 

The proposition returns to the An- 
tioch Village Board( which already approved 
the restaurant), which will consider the 
request in light of the zoning board's denial. 

The objections came because the residents 
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are afraid that a drive through would add 
more congestion to an already congested 
traffic area. 

Jensen's Restaurant is across the street . 
from Boogies on one side of Rte. 83, The 
Squire Restaurant and Antioch High School 
are on the northeast corner of the in- 
tersection, Hardees and a new shopping mall 
are emerging at the northwest corner and. 
Action Liquors is on the southwest corner, 
between Boogies and the intersection: 

• .Michael Warren, Century 21 is the agent 
for Boogies, which is going into the building 
formerly used by James Hamlin Accounting, 
Services. 

- Owner Jeff Blum, Llndenhurst, has been in 
the restaurant business for 10 years. 

"We aire going to try for the drive-through 
again if the village. board follows the zoning 
board's recommendation for denial of the 
drive- through," he said on Tuesday. Blum is 
. petitioning area businessmen to back him on 
the commercial concept of the area. 

T. S. Boogies is now set to open on the 
Labor Day weekend, having suffered set- 
backs from the zoning board and also some 
construction hold-ups. - 

..Although. hamboogies( burgers), 
"cheeseboogies, cheddar fries, hot dogs, etc. 
top T. S. Boogies' menu and customers will 
serve themselves at a counter, Blum says . 
that Boogies is not fast food. 

"Food will be cooked to order and we are 
thinking of serving it on crepe pans instead of 
using sty rofoam for orders to be eaten in 
house," says Blum. 

A new compact disc jukebox will also have 
customers boogieing to their tables.

Could Go Up

For years/residents of Antioch Twp. have 
made use of the Antioch Aqua Center's pool 
and the Village- of Antioch Parks and 
Recreation Depts.' programs, paying the 
same fees as village residents. 
'.-"When revenue sharing was plentiful, the 
township used to give parks and recreation 
$10,000 per year. Then it went down to $5,000 
when government's funding tightened. 

"Last year," said Antioch Mayor Ray Toft, 
"the township sent some of their people over 
to help in the parks maintenance, cutting 
grass,. etc., but this;year we have seen no 
money and no labor from the township," 

Toft said that the village had done a survey 
and discovered that residents of the town- 
ship, outlying the pool use, took advantage of 
the parks' programs more than village 
residents. 

"I'm sure Jimmy (Twp. Sup. Jim Fields) 
will give us something," said Toft, adding "if 
we don't get some help from the township, 
those residents will have to pay the same 
fees as people who live outside of the village 
•and township." 

This would amount to about $10 more per 
program and pool membership. Fields, who 
had just returned from vacation, said that he 
had to investigate the matter before he could 
make a comment. 

When asked if the townnship had set aside 
any money for the parks department, Fields 
said it had not. 

From May 1966-87, the parks department 
expended $62,788 for parks (director's salary, 
salaries paid for maintenance and upkeep of 
Antioch's four parks, Jensen, Williams, 
Osmond and Gage Brothers. 
. The cost of the chemicals and utilities used 
by the pool are paid for by the village and 
amounted to $28,914 last year. 

The cost of the parks' programsCCamp 
Crayola, summer camp, baton twirling, 



basketball, bowling, etc., came to $23,334. 

The income of the parks department 
amounted to $53,811 from May of last year to 
May of this year, leaving override of over 
$50,000 being paid by the village.

A mini-motor home and Dodge van 
collided in rainy weather, killing a 15- 
year-old boy, according to the Lake County 
Sheriff's Office. 

Reported at 3:55 p.m., the smashup oc- 
curred near the intersection of Rte. 173 and 
Lincoln Ave. in the Antioch Twp. 

Dead is John. Hansen, a passenger in the 
van driven by James Hansen, 20, of Lin- 
denhurst. 

James Hansen was cited for improper lane 
usage, driving too fast for conditions and 
DUI, said Captain Gene McGaughey, chief of 
support services for the sheriff's office. 

Hansen lost control of the-van and struck 
the front of the van, he said. 

Driver of the mini-molorhome was 
Marilyn Efinger, 49, of Gurnee. A passenger 
was her son, Tony, 15. Both were taken to St. 
Therese Hospital in Waukegan, according to 
McGaughey. 

Hansen and a passenger, John. Edwards, 
20, were transported-*) Victory Hospital in 
Waukegan, 

Responding to the accident on July 31 were 
Illinois, Antioch and Lake Villa Police Units 
as well as those from the Lake Villa and An- 
tioch Rescue Squads.

Due to the epidemic 
proportion of the mumps out- 
break this past year in 
Illinois, there is a new 
requirement for all children 
effective for the 1987-88 
school year. All students 
enrolling in Antioch Com- 
munity High School must be 
immunized against mumps 
or present a statement from 
a physician that he or she 
has had the mumps. 

Only those immunized at 
12 months of age or older are 
considered immune. Any 
child receiving the vaccine 
earlier than 12 months, even 
by one day, is not considered 
in compliance by the state. 

If a child was immunized 
earlier than 12 months, 
parents must contact their 
family physician, who may 
- wish to readminister the 
vaccine or may consider it 
unnecessary. 

The school will need a 
statement .from the 
physician if he feels re- 
immunization is not recom- 
mended. All physical 
statements or re- 
immunization dates should 
be presented on or before 
registration.

Of Another Eye Care Laurel 



The National Eye Resear- 
ch Foundation, a not-for- 
profit organization 
dedicated to eye and health 
care since 1955, presented 
the DaVinci Award to Dr. 
Albert A. Bucar, OD, FAAO, 
DOS, of Antioch for his con- 
tribution in the field of eye 
and health care. 

The award was presented 
during the Centennial of Con- 
tact Lenses, a celebration of 
the 100-year history of the 
contact lens, sponsored by 
the National Eye Research 
Foundation. 

Dr. Bucar received his 
* award for his efforts in the 
, field of optometry. A mem- 
ber of the National Eye 
Research Foundation, Bucar 
is a graduate of the Illinois 
College of Optometry in 
Chicago and a fellow of the 
American Academy of Op- 
tometry. 

In 1985, he received a doc- 
tor of ocular science 
honorary degree from his 
alma mater. 

Active in many national 
and state optometric 
organizations, Dr. Bucar has 
served as president of the 
American Optometric Assn., 
president of the Illinois Op- 



tometric Assn., and in 1970, 
was named Optometrist of 
the Year by the Illinois Op- 
tometric Assn. 

The National Eye Resear- 
ch Foundation helped to 
develop contact lenses. 
Many of the original animal 
studies were first done by 
the foundation to prove the 
safety of contact lenses. 

Rabbits were used at first, 
then humans. In the early 
1950s, patients were fitted 
with contact lenses to show 
that lenses could be worn for 
extended periods of time. 

The foundatin's present 
objective is to develop an in- 
strument which can be used 
to measure a patient's visual 
fields in such a manner that

doctors can determine the 
presence of pathology. 

With high technology, it is 
a project that would save 
many eyes and many lives, — 

Clinical research has been 
the backbone, of the foun- 
' datton, and many 
professions cooperate in its 
work.

Volunteers receive 
40 hours of training which is designed to meet the needs of 
volunteers with little or no background in the helping 
professions, and provides challenging information to the 
more experienced volunteers.

Job Won't Be Easy 



Sparked by a series of articles in this 
newspaper and associated Lakeland 
Newspapers, the inquiry into the workings of 
the Lake County Building and Zoning Dept. 
has moved from a newspaper investigation 
to a formal review by the building and health 
committee of the Lake County Board. 

The inquiry was keyed by a direct order 
from Dist. 2 Rep. Helen Amendola, chairman 
of the building and health committee, to 
County Building Officer Robert Streicher to 
personally inspect a Lake Villa Township 
property for possible zoning violations. 
Amendola's directive, looked upon as un- 
precedented, underscores the seriousness of 
the situation and the determination of the 
committee to "get to the bottom" of 
questions involving Streicher's management 
of the department that has jurisdiction over 
all building and zoning matters in unin- 
corporated areas of the county. 

Judging from citizen complaints un- 
covered by Larry Wittnebert of the Lakeland 
Newspaper staff, Amendola's committee 
will be kept plenty busy. Judging from the in- 



sulated style with which Streicher operates 
the department, as revealed by Managing 
Editor Charles Johnston of Lakeland 
Newspapers several weeks ago, the com- 
mittee's job won't be easy. Amendola's move 
'came after two blustery sessions sub- 
stantiating reports in this newspaper. 

What will the committee uncover? In- 
difference, slip-shod methods, in- 
. competence, citizen frustration, selective en- 
forcement, inconsistencies, to be sure. Also, 
the committee is certain to run into official 
stonewalling and a network of backscrat- 
ching that Streicher has developed with 
other county departments in his 17 years as a 
county employee. As Johnston documented, 
Lake County's building officer is Mr. Clout. 

It is encouraging that irregularities in the 
building office brought to light by our 
newspaper articles now are in official hands. 
That's where they should be. We feel good 
about the fact that our reporting helped. We 
wish the Amendola committee well in 
straightening out the mess in the building 
and zoning department.

The Walker Legacy 



The shambles surrounding the business 
and personal life of former Gov. Dan Walker, 
who pleaded guilty last week to charges that 
he improperly received nearly $1.4 million 
loans, is no greater than the chaotic con- 
dition in which he left the state in 1977 after 
four years as chief executive. 

Indeed, the Illinois economy still has not 
recovered from Walker's deficiencies in 
leadership and the , excesses his ad- 
ministration permitted unions to take in for- 
cing unrealistic compensation laws down the 
throat of citizens and business. 

Today, Walker faces a maximum of 15 
years in prison, fines of $505,000 and 
restitution. That's his personal burden. Ten 
years later, political and business leaders 
are trying to attain workable unemployment 
insurance and worker's compensation laws 
with which business and industry can live 
and support. It is ironic that those crippling 
compensation laws, which forced many 
manufacturing plants to either close their 
doors or flee to the Sunbelt, can now be seen 
as undermining labor as Illinois adapts to a 



service and high tech economy as opposed to 
heavy manufacturing, 

Dan Walker's present travail is in direct 
contrast to his salad days in politics. With a 
red bandanna draped around his neck and 
wearing blue jeans, Walker captured the 
imagination of the electorate in 1971 on a 
nearly 2,000 mile hiking campaign of Illinois. 
Walker wrested the Democratic nomination 
for governor from the then Lt. Gov. Paul 
Simon and went on to unseat Republican 
Gov. Richard Ogilvie in the 1972 general elec- 
tion. Walker received no little help in gaining 
the nomination by mischievous GOP voters 
in Lake County who crossed over in the 
primary to vote for Walker in the mistaken 
belief that he would be easier for Ogilvie to 
knock off than Simon. 

Political associates considered Walker a 
gambler who possessed a faith that he could 
overcome anything. In disgrace, former 
Gov. Walker says he has deep regrets and he 
offers no excuses. He leaves his close friends 
and business associates hanging in 1987 even 
as he left the people of Illinois hanging in 
1977. 



Enlightening Term Ahead 



When school bells sound another term in a 
few weeks, they'll be tolling red ink and 
deficits because of the Illinois General 
Assembly's failure to pass a tax increase and 
Gov. James Thompson's budget cuts in 
education. 

Few districts will escape deficits. In our 
locality, deficit swings will be more drastic 
because of the larger number of growth 
districts where increasing enrollments put 
greater pressure on financial resources. 

While the schools are engaging in belt- 
tightening, educators also are hoping that 
legislators will vote some relief in a fall 



session. As Dr. Donald Skidmore of the An- . 
tioch elementary system put it, "We're 
hoping for some help in the fall session. If it 
doesn'tcome, we'll manage somehow." 

The experience of "learning to manage" 
might be revealing. A good many voters are 
convinced that schools have been managing 
money (or mismanaging, depending on your 
viewpoint) with a blank check mentality: 
Legislators are reflecting the feelings of the 
electorate by pulling in the purse strings. On 
the whole, the 1987-88 term should be 
enlightening. Frankly, we're looking for- 
ward to it.

As 
residents of the sunny state discovered last 
week, Florida now is a "taxing" state and as 
of Oct. 1 will be a state where telephones will 
ring less and loneliness will abound. 

To go along with the news that Florida has 
jumped into the middle bracket of the high- 
low range of state taxes, Floridians got the 
word last week that, effective Oct. 1, it will 
be illegal for solicitors to telephone residen- 
tial customers who have unlisted numbers or 
have a line printed under their name in the 
phone book saying "No sales solicitation 
calls." 

If solicitors break the law, they could be 
fined up to $10,000. Phone customers will 
have to pay $1 a month for the extra line of 
type in the phone directory, according to the 
telephone company. 

With a $12 a year price tag on privacy, 
lawmakers and telemarketers alike are won- 
dering how many people will take advantage 
of the new law. 

We don't know if Florida is much different 
than Illinois, but around here a lot of nights 
would be pretty boring if it were hot for the 
fact that some sales person is trying to 
"reach out and touch someone' '-namely you 
and me. 

The whole thing sounds pretty silly. Out-of- 
state companies and newspapers soliciting 
subscribers will be exempt, meaning that 
sales companies can set up shop in Valdosta 
or Biloxie and zero in on the poor folks across 
the border. The new "do not disturb" 
telephone, law is another example of govern- 
ment trying to do for people something they 
can't do for themselves.

The Governor said the par- 
ty merger bill (SB 10) may 
violate the rights to free 
association and ballot access 
guaranteed by the First and 
Fourteenth Amendments to 
the U.S. Constitution, as well 
as the Illinois Constitution's 
ban on special legislation. 
He Indicated that even if the 
proposal is unconstitutional, 
some of the objectives of the 
merger could still be 
achieved through other 
legislation. 

Changes in state insurance 
laws contained in HB 2437 
will enable self-insurers to 
take full advantage of new 
federal tax reform laws. The 



bill is also designed to en- 
courage "captive" riskrance 
companies-most of which 
are based outside the United 
States-to locate in Illinois. 

Instead of buying in- 
surance from private com- 
panies, some businesses and 
governments "self-insure" 
which means they must ab- 
sorb any losses they might 
incur. Self-insurers may 
either cover their own risks 
or pool their resources with 
similar entities and form 
their own insurance com- 
panies. Such "captive" in- 
surance companies, for 
example, may include an in- 
dividual manufacturer who 
forms an insurance com- 



pany for self-insurance or a 
group of manufacturers who 
pool their risks and resour- 
ces, 

The Shedd Aquarium 
legislation (HB 439) gives 
the aquarium rights to two 
acres of land beneath Lake 
Michigam. Since all land un- 
der the state's rivers and 
lakes is technically owned by 
the state, this land transfer 
was needed to allow the 
aquarium to expand. 

The school aid bill (HB 
915) simply extends the 
existing state school aid for- 
mula, but because of budget 
restrictions no agreement 
could be reached on formula 
changes.

New Steps Taken To Curb Child Abuse 



The increasing number of 
reported child abuse cases in 
Illiois in recent years is of 
great concern to many state 
officials. In the last year 
alone, the number of repor- 
ted child abuse cases in 
Illinois rose by 30 percent 
statewide, compared with 
the preceding year. 

During the 12 months en- 
ding June 1967, the state 
Dept. of Child and Family 
Services (DCFS) estimated 
there were 91,000 abuse 



cases. In addition, there 
were 46 confirmed cases of 
child abuse deaths in Illinois, 
with 28 more still under in- 
vestigation. 

DCFS says child abuse 
awareness is one of the 
reasons for the increase in 
reported cases. Last year, 
the department started an 
awareness campaign aimed 
at social workers, the 
general public and medical 
groups. Also, adding to the 
greater awareness. of child 



abuse has been closer state 
and media scrutiny of DCFS 
and its operating procedure. 

As reporting techniques 
improve and public 
awareness of child abuse in- 
creases, the legislature has 
also passed legislation whic 
helps state officials protect 
the abused child while 
making the courtroom at- 
mosphere more comfortable 
for child victims. 

Some legislation recently 
passed includes the creation 
of the Emergency Assistan- 




ce Fund to help families af- 
ford counseling when no 
other source of funds is 
available. This assistance is 
necessary to prevent family 
break-ups and reunite 
families separated by 
neglect or child abuse. DCFS 
has always tried to work out 
problems within the family 
unit before removing the 
child from the household. 

Many new measures ap- 
proved . by the legislature 
this year are designed to 
reduce the trauma suffered 
by victims when testifying in 
court. Some of the legislation 
would allow the courtroom to 
be cleared before a sex of- 
fense victim under age 18 
testifies and allows child sex 
abuse victims to testify on 
videotape or closed circuit

TV. The court' would also be 
required to consider the ad- 
verse impact of a delay on 
child victims and witnesses 
before ruling on con- 
tinuances. 

Other legislation requires 
the court to restrict the 
defenant's access to the 
child victim when the defen- 
dant is the child's parent or 
guardian. Changes in the 
criminal code will make it 
criminal sexual assault to 
sexually penetrate a person 
under 18 if the accused is 
responsible for the child's 
welfare. Other legislation 
would also make it a crime 
to knowingly permit the 
sexual abuse of a child-a 
crime punishable by up to 
one year in jail and up to a 
$l L 000 fine. 



To help trackdown child 
abuse offenders, DCFS has 
also started hiring people 
with investigative 

backgrounds, such as for- 
mer sheriff's deputies, 
policemen and nurses. But 
because of the large influx of 
new child abuse reports, the 
number of cases handled by 
each investigator has in- 
creased to an average of 17 
investigations a month, 
almost five cases over the 
national average. 

Though the problem of 
child abuse may never be 
completely eliminated, the 
Dept. of Children and 
Family Services anticipates 
that with increased publicity 
and public awareness the 
problem of child abuse can 
be dramatically reduced.

The use of organ transplants as a method 
of saving lives is now a daily occurence. 

There is probably no more sensitive a 
subject than this that a hospital official must 
face in dealing with the bereaved. While

facing the grief occasioned by loss, 
sometimes sudden, they individually or in 
concert must make a further call on 
emotions already stretched to the limit. 

The need for transplants has become 
evident; the willingness to be a donor is 



proportionate to the effort at educating the 
public. Faced with a life or death situation, 
the demand will increase as more patients 
see that they may have a chance at life if 
transplants are available, 
t A new Illinois law came into effect Jan. 1. 
It is officially titled "Organ Donation 
Request Act" and calls for hospitals to 
routinely ask the next of kin of patients dying 
in the institution to donate the deceased's 
organs/tissue for transplant. . 

As of July 1, the federal government 
requires all hospitals receiving Medicare 
and Medicaid funds to have "established 
protocols for informing families" about the 
option of organ and tissue donation. This is a 
stronger act than the Illinois law, which 
applies only to hospitals of more than 100 
beds. 

It is important that the public understand 
the reasons, the needs and the way such a 
law works when an inpatient dies. 



Resource Conservation 
Is Everyone's Concern 



It was nearing dusk on the Chain O'Lakes 
and we were enjoying an evening boat ride. 
Winds become calm, and colorful cloud for- 
mations of a sunset can be thoroughly en- 
joyed above the shoreline silhouette from the 
water's unobstructed panorama. 

As we cruised leisurely, a fast moving, 




roostertailing jet boat moved across our 
bow, about a hal mile ahead, at speeds 
judged to be in the 50 to 60 mph range. . .fast 
by all standards, but much faster than 
twilight's limited visibility warranted. Our 
running lights were on, but the whining jet- 
boat showed none as it disdainfully raced 
across the waterline horizon. Shortly, 
flashing lights of a police boat were ap- 
parently trying to signal the speeding craft. 
The warnings only made the driver ac- 
celerate and the hull's low profile made it 
nearly invisible. . .except for the jet wash 
that flew into the air behind. It flashed across 
the bay and ducked into some small islands, 
easily outrunning the water safety boat. Out 
of curiosity, we tried to follow, but 25 mph 
night speed regulations, now in force on the 
Chain O'Lakes, made it impossible. We saw 
the water-safety craft 15 minutes later as it 
resumed patrol during a critical period in 
this busy boating area. High speed daytime 
boating is a danger; after dark it's even wor- 
se. Good to know that water safety patrols at- 
tempt to curtail violators, but they can't be 



everywhere. It's up to the boater to be a cap- 
tain, not a catastrophe. 

It makes one wonder about the leisurely 
pace of the anglers in a bass boat. Recently, 
a 20-footer with a 150 hp outboard racked up 
92 mph over a speed course. . .Wonder why?

'These resources, unfortunately, often 

i become money makers for unconcerned in- 

divdiuals and groups. Each time a natural 

resource problem occurs, greed is strongly 

, in the background. 

Of recent vintage, natural oil captured the 
limelight as nature's bounty became the 
source of great wealth. Though the em- 
bargoes have tapered, the threat continues. 

As availability resumed, motor fuel prices 
dropped to a more affordable figure, but are 
again creeping upward due to the greed 

which is often labeled "need" by those who 
reap huge financial benefits. At any rate, this 
has produced vehicles which are more fuel 
efficient and conserve nature's resources. 

Electricity is the next supply to be 
streamlined, pursuant to U.S. Dept. of 
Energy regulations. Last year, Congress 
passed the National Appliance Energy Con- 
servation Act. It provides that new efficiency 
standards be set. The goal is to make the 
broad appliance field function efficiently 

while using 15 to 25 percent less electrical 
energy. Once standards are set, manufac- 
turers have five years to comply. This may 
explain why electrical providers want to 
upgrade rates at this time. It's insurance 
against more efficient electrical utilization, 
which can mean less need within a decade. 
Chicagoland's heavy 15 million electrical 
kilowatt use days of a hot summer could drop 
to 11 million under these circumstances. This 
would result in less consumption Of natural 
resources. We should all be for that. 



DOCTOR 9 S FORUM 

The state of Illinois requires that physical examination be done for school children entering 
kindergarten or first grade, fifth grade and high school. It further mandates that these school 
children comply with the immunization schedule required by the Illinois Department of Public 
Health. 

Whenever the state makes a law regarding the health care of children, one has to ask at least 
two questions: Is it reasonable and is It practical? 

How reasonable is this law? From my point of view It is very reasonable. In order to prevent the 
spread of a communicable disease In the community, there must be a certain percentage of the 
people who are Immune to the disease either by immunization or previous illness. I do not know 
of any better way of accomplishing this and at the same time protect the health of school 
children. 

How practical Is it to comply with the law? There are a sufficient number of physicians in the 
community who can provide the services without the Inconvenience of traveling long distance to 
obtain them. For those who cannot afford the services of physicians In private practice they can 
go to the Health Department at minimal or no cost. 

The immunization required Includes protection from polio, diphtheria, tetanus, whooping cough, 
mumps, measles, german measles (rubella). Thanks to the availability and affordablllty of these 
Immunizations most parents have never seen polio and diphtheria In their whole life. 

During the physical examination many asymptomatic illnesses are discovered. The Illnesses 
commonly found during these examinations are visual and hearing problems, skin diseases, 
urinary tract Infections, anemia, hypertension and diabetes to name a lew. 

The early detection and treatment of these disorders and completion of immunizations provide a 
healthy and better learning environment for children.

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First, it is an option, not a mandate. 
Second, great care Is exercised to explain 
that there is to be no favoritism; the rich 
should not gctan advantage. 

Third, there is great care specified as to 
who makes the request, usually the head of 
the hospital or his surrogate. 

Fourth, the request for donation is to be 
directed at the next of kin designated "the 
highest priority relative." This, in descen- 
ding order, is spouse, adult offspring, parent, 
adult brother or sister, and guardian. If a 
priority relative equal or superior to the 
signer objects, the tissue or organ gift cannot 
be accepted. Coroner cases may, in rare 
instances, result in removal of organs by 
his/her permission. 

There may be no requests for donations if 
the deceased has already signed, if the 
hospital is aware that the deceased or the 
highest priority kin objects, if it is contrary 
to religious belief of the deceased, or if there 
is no need for the organ as designated by the 
Public Health authorities. In addition, it 
becomes obvious that the organ should not be 
requested from diseased or very aged 
decedents. 



Musings has given an almost verbatim 
copy of the main parts of the law. Most of us 
know that there is a place on the back of our 
new driver's license where we may sign lo 
show intent to be a donor. You don't have lo 
'sign this to get a license renewed, and are 
entitled loan explanation before signing. 

States which have started this program 
have had a significant increase of donors. 
The rather startling aspect of the programs 
is that as a specialty, transplant surgery 
started only about 30 years ago. The first 
two-thirds of that time was spent in early 
learning fairly basic surgical techniques. 
The techniques grow more sophisticated now 
by leaps and bounds. The rejection of donor 
tissues by the recipient is the next problem. 
It is somchwere in the learning phase and 
making strides, especially in the last five 
years. 

The problem of donor numbers and their 
availability at tirhe needed is the new 
frontier. It's unlikely that there will ever be 
enough donors available to match the need 
exactly when it arises. But there are more 
donors and more lives saved each year in 
this new frontier as understanding grows.

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Heart Transplant Gives Man New Lease On Life

Only eight months ago heart specialists 
told Fox Lake resident Richard Sullivan he 
had five months to live. The former Round 
Lake fireman and school board member was 
devastated. But on St. Patrick's Day, the 
Irishman had something to smile about-a 
new heartand a new chance on life. 

Five months later, Sullivan lives everyday 
with a new outlook on life. The 55-year-old 
who had smoked at least two packs of 
cigarettes a day rigorously excercises at his 
Leisure Village home and says he feels 10 
years younger. 

"Look at me. I swim 25 laps in the swim- 
ming pool. I play golf. I walk five miles a day 
and I bought a 10-speed bicycle that I ride," 
Sullivan said. "People just can't believe that 
before I couldn't walk from my house to the 
car.

Though excercise and attitude contribute 
to his health, Sullivan admits it helps having 
a heart much younger than his original one. 

"I igot a 43-year-old heart," Sullivan said. 
"Neighbors said I'm going to get thrown out. 
You have to be 55 to live in Leisure Village." 

Sullivan, who is six feet, five inches tall 
and weighed 277 pounds last winter, was told 
by doctors at St Lukes Hospital in 
Milwaukee to be prepared for a long wait for

a new heart. They told him he must lose 
weight to have a chance of finding a donor 
close to his size. 

So in two months, Sullivan dropped to 200 
pounds. His heart came from a 43-year-old 
accident victim who weighed about the 
same. 

After the heart transplant, Sullivan lear- 
ned that he was the first "customer" of 
surgeon James B. Auer. He laughs now and 
said Auer did a fine job. 

In fact, Sullivan has been serving as kind 
of an ambassador for Auer. The retired 
Sullivan counsels other local people in need 
of heart transplants. He also urges people to 
donate their organs. 

Last week, Sullivan was visiting a Mun- 
delein man in need of a new heart. 

"I ask them, 'What choice do you have 1 ' He 
sees how good I feel and he gets a better 
outlook," said Sullivan. 

Sullivan received a heart through a 
national computerized network called the 
Organ Procurement Transplantation Net- 
work (OPTN). He was one put of 300 to 400 
people nationwide in need of hearts. 

Joan Heimler, recovery coordinator for 

the St. Luke's organ sharing network, said 
the computer system matches donors with 
recipients according to blood type, age,

Use Business Judgement When Picking OB-GYN 



by GARY S.MEYERS 

Not too long ago, it was 
time for my wife and I to 
select an obstetrician- 
gynecologist. Like most 
people, we started by asking 
our "knowledgeable" frien- 
ds who they had used. 

Unfortunately, that's 
where we stopped. We did 
less real homework than we 
would have in buying a new 
car. 

The details of our bad ex- 
perience are irrelevant, but 
suffice it to say that we left 
our OB-GYN in my wife's 
eighth month of pregnancy 
because we completely lost 
faith in him. 

The lesson we learned is 
that, as health-care con- 
sumers, we should have ap- 
plied the same business sen- 
se we would have used in 
buying any other good or ser- 
vice. 

Chances are that a 
pregnancy will turn out OK 
without any intervention on 
the part of doctors. Women 
have been delivering babies 
successfully for thousands of 
years without them. So, 
when shopping for an OB- 
GYN, you're looking for 
someone who will aid in the 
natural process-not in- 
terfere with it. 

After some rather late-in- 
the-game research, we 
discovered some things you 
should keep in mind: 

-Doctors are employees. 
"Interview the doctor as you 
would a new employee and 
take careful, complete 
notes," says Robert Men- 
delsohn, an M.D. and author 
of "Confessions of a Medical 
Heretic" (Contemporary 
Books, 1979). 

Questionnaires my wife 
and I put together to in- 
terview physicians ran four 
pages, and the interviews 
went on for as long as an 
hour each. 

Remember: You're the 
one paying the doctor's 
salary. If you're not im- 
portant enough for him to 



give you some time, answers 
and respect, find that out 
now, before you are in the 
hospital. 

Among the questions we 
asked were: 

-Is the doctor board cer- 
tified? Any doctor can 
declare himself a specialist, 
but board certification 
means that the physician has 
passed a test in the specialty 
and has been recognized by a 
state or local board of his 
peers in the specialty. 

"There are only two 
reasons for an obstetrics 
specialist not to be board 
certified. Either he has hot 
taken the test or he failed 
it," said Mendelsohn in an 
interview. "Neither is 
good." 

You can check cer- 
tification by calling your 
state or city board of ob- 
stetrics. Simply put, the 
best, most experienced doc- 
tors are certified. As it tur- 
ned out, not all of the doctors 
were certified in the first 
"socially prominent" prac- 
tice we investigated. 

-How many deliveries 
does the doctor perform in a 
year? A good number would 
be 100 or more, said one for- 
mer head of obstetrics at a 
major U.S. hospital. 

-If the mother is high-risk, 
i.e. small in stature, 
unhealthy or has a history of 
lost pregnancies or other 
possible medical com- 
plications, can the doctor 
handle it? High risk delivery 
is a specialty unto itself; 
most OB-GYNs are not up to 
it. 

-What percentage of the 
doctor's patients develop in- 
fections? 

-What percentage of the 
patients have a Caesarean 
section? Especially with 
malpractice in the air, many 
doctors perform C-sections 
when they're not necessary; 
they're quicker, easier, and 
less complicated for them. 

The Illinois Department of 
Health reports that of the 



170,336 births in the state in 
1986, 14 percent were 
primary C-sections (first for 
the mother) and 9 percent 
were repeat C-sections. 

-Once a C-section is per- 
formed, will you ever be able 
to deliver naturally? 

"Most OBs, 90 percent, 
will say no," said Men- 
delsohn. This is a myth; 
many women can still bear 
children naturally after a C- 
section, but some doctors 
don't want you to know about 
it, since it's simpler for them 
to do another C-section the 
next time. 

-What percentage of the 
doctor's patients have 
episiotomies? While most 
births entail epistomics, 
they are not always 
necessary, especially if the 
doctor takes his time, really 
helping the mother deliver. 
Again, it comes down to how 
much time, patience and un- 
derstanding your doctor is 
willing to give you for his 
fee. 

-Does the doctor use 



anesthetics or labor- 
inducing drugs during 
delivery? When? In most 
cases you don't need them. 
Be mindful that anesthetics 
work on the baby the same 
way they do on the mother. 

-Will the doctor consult 
with you in advance on the 
different me hods .' of 
delivery? Or is there only 
bneway-his? 

-When and how will the 
doctor use an internal fetal 
monitor? Even though we 
used an internal monitor, 
which pierces and attaches 
to the baby's scalp, they are 
not always necessary and 
certainly not necessarily 
routine. Often, an external 
monitor, which consists of 
electrodes strapped to the 
mother, is sufficient. 

-What does the doctor 
recommend that the mother 
eat during pregnancy? Too 
many doctors have little or 
no background in nutrition. 
Don't let anybody kid you: 
Your baby (and his brain 
and body development) are 
what the mother eats. 



Our first doctor did not 
even recommend the man- 
datory quart of milk each 
day. Nor did he suggest sub- 
stances to avoid, such as caf- 
feine. 

-Medical records. Ask to 
see a copy of the doctor's 
typical medical record form. 
Is it well organized, like a 
pilot's pre-flight chekc-list? 
Are the necessary questions 
specified? Can the data be 
easily compared from one 
visit to the next? 

Beware of a blank sheet 
with nothing more than your 
name address and billing 
code, especially in practices 
where patients see several 
doctors during the course of ' 
the pregnancy. 

You might want to in- 
terview some delivery-room 
nurses. Ask them who they 
would use for themselves. 
They might also tell you who 
they wouldn't use. 

"Check with midwives 

who perform deliveries at 

home," said Mendelsohn. 

"They know which doctors 
are the most conservative 



and relly give the patients 
what they want."

Jamaica, the weather is always perfect, the sea a crystal 
blue, the people smiling and friendly and the sand a powder 
white.

As for the movie itself, 
most of the things we have 
come to count on in the Bond 
movies are there. The usual 
supporting characters- M, Q, 
Miss Moneypenny and CIA 
Agent Felix Lieter- are on 
hand to provide a touch of 
familiarity. Also, there are 
the stunt-filled action 
scenes, the most spectacular 
being one in which Bond 
fights an enemy while both 
are hanging from the back 
end of an airplane. 

There are a couple of 
areas where the film falls 
short. The plot is hard to 
follow and is not on as grand 
a scale as usual- something 
about double-crossing arms 
dealers scheming to.. .do 
something. There is no one 
memorable, quirky villain 
with really BIG plans. There 
are "bad guys", but none 
who stand out as particular- 
ly interesting. 

The title theme song (per- 
formed by A-Ha), another 
small but important

Dalton Eases 
'James Bond' 

People have come to ex- 
pect certain very specific 
things when they hear the 
phrase ■> "James Bond 
movie" and the latest in the 
series, "The Living 
Daylights", does, for the 
most part, fulfill the re- 
quirements. In this one, of 
course, the biggest, most 
publicized issue is the fact 
that a new actor, Timothy 
Dalton, has assumed the role 

of James Bond and the ques- 
tion is: will Bond fans accept 

him in the role? 
I had no trouble doing so 

and, judging by the movie's 

performance at the box of- 
fice so far, (where it's 

reported to be "beating the 

living daylights out of the 

competition") that won't be 

much of a problem. Dalton 

seems to have stepped into 

the role and made it his own, 

effortlessly. Starting with 

the usual spectacular chase 

scene that opens each Bond 

movie, I was able to readily 

accept that this man is 

James Bond. 
One can't help comparing 

the different Bonds to each 

other, although each one br- 
ings his own special touch to 

the role. Dalton plays a 

somewhat more serious 

Bond than Roger Moore did, 

and even though Moore 

made a few Bond films I 

really liked (especially "For 

Your Eyes Only), I think I 



When the late Basil 
Rathbone and Nigel Bruce 
portrayed Arthur Conan 
Doyles 'Sherlock Holmes 
and Dr. Watson' they left an 
indelible impression on the 
the minds of audiences that 
has remained to this very 
day. Though scores of other 
actors have had a go at these 
parts over the years, their's 
was in someway, the 
'definitive' portrayal. 

The same could be said of 
Sean Connery's portrayal of 
Ian Fleming's 'James Bond'. 
Several other actors have 
done the part of 'James 
Bond', since the early '60's, 
but it is Connery that so 
many still hold as the image 
of '007'. I don't imagine that 
this in a real way will ever 
change for the vast number 
of 'James Bond' fans, but 
that does not prevent 
another from attempting the 
role, just as many have had 
their own go at 'Sherlock 
Holmes'. This point is an im- 
portant one because in many 
ways, 'neither Connery's 
'Bond' nor Rathbone's 
'Holmes' were in strict 
fidelity with the novelized 
originals. It would seem then 
that it was the character that 
these two actors brought 
with them to these parts that 
made them 'definitive' and 
not any special appreciation 
of the authors' original inten- 
tions. 



So the most recent '007* of- 
fering 'The Living 
Daylights' gives us Timothy 
Dalton as the '80's version of 
•James Bond'. How does he 
fare? That is perhaps the 
most difficult question of all. 
If this film had been called 
say, 'Secret Agent X'10 And 
The Battle With The KGB', 
then one would need only 
concern ones self with Its in- 
dividual merits. That having 
been the case, this reviewer 
would have simply given it 
***t&, said something of 
•X-10's' modern charm, 
mentioned the contorted 
plot, and remarked about the 
several awesome stunts per- 
formed in the course of the 
film. All in all, a pretty good 
action spy story. And, to an 
entire generation bom in the 
25 years since Connery first 
brought '007* to the screen, 
that would be perhaps the 
best route to take. 

The 'Bond' films of the 
past decade or so, have lost 
some of the impact that the 
handfull of originals had on 
audiences of the early '60's. 
Films such as 'Dr. No', 'Gold 
Finger', and 'Thunderbair 
set the stage for an entire, 
decade of 'spy operas', both 
in the movies and on tv. The 
likes of that will never be 
seen again. I guess 'Bond's' 
gun as well as formula never 
miss, even when he. is 
someone else.

10 Keys To Writing 




Resume 



Before you even begin 
writing a resume, do your 
homework. "First think 
about what you want to do 
and where you want to do 
it," said Larry Gladstone, 
president of the Houston 
division of Roth Young 
Personnel Service, a 
national job search firm. "A 
good resume must be shaped 
by what you want to ac- 
complish, as well as by your 
personal strengths and 
weaknesses." 

Study the field you want to 
go into. Get information on 
specific companies that 
interest you. Reams of in- 
formation are available at 
most public libraries and in 
stockbrokers' offices. 

Find someone who knows 
the field and discuss your 
resume. Get an objective 
appraisal, of your job skills 
and personal attributes and 
how you can best present 
them to the employers 
receiving your resume. 

Rule one. Never consult 
with co-workers or yoUr 
supervisor when looking for 
a new job, unless everyone 
already knows that you are 
leaving. Such consultations 
can stymie your progress at 
your current job if you 
change your mind. You may 



even get fired. 

Rule two. Resumes can be 
dangerous. If there is any 
way you can avoid sending a 
resume, don't send it-unless 
yours is very strong. 
Resumes never determine 
who gets the job, just who 
doesn't get the interview. 

"With the overwhelming 
number of applicants for 
most good jobs, prospective 
employers view resumes as 
a means of screening out 
those candidates they feel 
are not worth the lime to 
interview," said Gladstone. 

Rule three. If possible, go 
directly to the executive with 
the job opening. Avoiding the 
personnel department may 
save some headaches and 
delays. 

"Personnel department 
staffers often have different 
objectives' than the 
executive who has the job 
opening and maybe even 
conflicts. This is especially 
true if the screeners are paid 
less than the job slot they are 
screening," said one com- 
pensation expert. 

Rule four. Make the 
resume a fast, easy read. 
Make it brief, in outline 
form. Potential employers 
hate reading resumes. When 
reading resumes, harried 



executives typically have 
the concentration span of a 
gnat. So unless you grab 
their attention very quickly, 
you and your resume are 
bound for the circular file. 

"Eliminate extraneous 
information. No one really 
cares where you went to 
grade school or that you like 
knitting or singing," said 
Gladstone. 

Rule five. A strong resume 
has a better chance of get- 
ting the interview, but you 
must get the job yourself. 

DonH be modest. Highlight 
your best points first, 
whether it's your ex- 
perience, the college you 
attended, your grade-point 
average or even that you are 
good looking. (It may not be 
fair, but good looks can help 
get an interview, but be 
subtle about presenting it- 
use a photo or a "standard 
form" description ie. height, 
weight, eye and hair color.) 
Put your weakest points last, 
if in fact they need to be 
included at all. 

"The resume layout will 
vary with your abilities and 
the needs" of your potential 
employer. They want to 
know what you that they 
need and how you can help 
them," said Gladstone. 



"People making up their 
own resumes tend to be too 
modest. They don't set high 
enough job goals for 
themselves or market their 
talents and skills suf- 
ficiently," said John 
Mustard, Midwest regional 
director of Professional 
Resume Service, one of the 
nation's largest resume' 
services. 

On the other 

hand. .."Young people often 
have expectations that are 
too high. I've seen more than 
a few 25-year olds lose a good . 
opportunity because they 
wanted more pay, respon- 
sibility and authority than 
was justified, based upon 
their limited ac- 
complishments," said 
Cambell. "Everyone must 
be prepared to pay their 
dues." 

Rule six. Do not lie. While 
a reasonable coloring of past 
experience may get you that 
job interview, blatantly false 
statements on your resume 
may getyou fired later on" 

It costs more to fire 
someone than to hire them, 
so employers are doing more 
screening and checking of 



references and credentials 
than ever before," said 
Victor Lindquist, director of 
placement at Northwestern 
University in E vans ton, III. 

Rule seven. , Contact 
companies that may not be 
advertising for help. "Often 
openings are created by the 
availability of good per- 
sonnel," said Gladstone. 
"Besides, if the job is not 
advertised the competition 
will be less." 

"A major daily newspaper 
lists only about 15 percent of 
the jobs available in a given 
area, and the competition for 
those jobs is intense," said 
Mustard. 

Rule eight. Keep your 
resume production simple. 
Good-quality white bond 
stationery, 8 and one-half by 
11 inches, wilt do the trick. 
"A public stenographer (or a 
friend) who has a laser 

printer will do nicely," 
advised Gladstone. "You 
can have resumes custom- 
created for each company if 
need be, and each will look 
professional and .in- 
dividually tailored." 
Rule nine. Include a well- 



thought-out cover letter. "A 
good cover letter can enable 
you to address the specific 
needs of that company, or 
.individual, that you intend to 
reach," said Gladstone. 

Rule 10. Be innovative 
through content, not form. 
"To make your resume 
stand out from the dozens or 
even hundreds that good jobs 
attract, you must be clear, 
concise and demonstrate 
that you can communicate. 
And, you must communicate 
that the package you offer 
fits their order neatly," said 
Gladstone. 

For more information on 
writing resumes, try "The 
Perfect Resume" by Tom 
Jackson (Anchor Books, 
1981) and "Does Your 
Resume Wear Blue Jeans" 
by C. Edward Good (Word 
Store, 1985). Also useful is 
"The Complete Job-Search 
Handbook" by Howard 
Figler (Holt, Rinehartand 
'Winston, 1979). 

Don't get discouraged by 
the obstacles. Every time 
you handle a difficulty, you 
gain an advantage over 
those who don't trv.
